An Act to provide for the authorisation of appropriation of moneys 
out of the Consolidat' d Eund of India to meet the amounts 
spent on certain servic- s during th ; financial year ended on the 
31st day of March, 1967 in excess 0 th amounts grant ed for 
those services and for that y>_ar.
